Consider First Step 
For Replacing Street 
Cars With Bus Lines 


Members of council end electric 
fttreet railway officials today have 
in their possession t opies of a pro­ 
posed ordinance, which if adopted, 
would release the street car com­ 
pany of its obligations here, and be 
a 
step 
nearer 
to 
the 
proposed 
change from street cars to busses. 
However, it was pointed out that the 
proposed ordinance was not sub­ 
mitted formally to council and be­ 
fore it is, conferences between the 
city and company officials will be 
held. 
The draft calls for the repealing 
of all ordinances granting to the 
company, 
any 
right, 
privilege 
or 
franchise to construct, m aintain and 
operate street cars in the city and 
Cascade Park. 
It forever releases the discharges 
the company from all obligations 
arising out of thr ordn ances and 
provides the terms, conditions and 
contingencies upon which the re­ 
peal of the ordinances and release 
from the obligations shall become 
effective 
Provides Repair Fu; ds 
Further, It establishes I t special 
fund in the hands of the I t y treas­ 
urer to be known as trap "Street 
Railway Repaving and Replacement 
fund” and appropriates all of the 
money paid bv the company to the 
city to th at fund for the repaving 
and 
replacement 
of 
certain 
city 
s tree ts. 
The 
company according to the 
proposed measure, is to pay to the 
city $30,730, as follows: $10.000. in 
cash immediately upon acceptance 
of the ordinance by the company; 
$2,000. cash within 90 days of the 
acceptance of the ordinance; $8,000 
within three months and the bal­ 
ance of $10.730 in cash within six 
m onths 
following 
the 
acceptance 
date. 
The proposed ordinanc e also re­ 
quires the company to furnish to 
the city a $50,000 bond, 
'ith surety 
to be approved by the city, condi­ 
tioned for the payment of the said 
$30.730 and any further costs and 


expenses to which the city has been 
or may be put. 
All the money which shall be paid 
and created as a special find will 
be appropriated to the payment of 
the cost and expense of repaving 
and restoring the pavement of the 
city streets which the city is liable 
to m aintain and from which street 
car tracks shall have been removed 
Remove Tracks. Trolleys, Etc. 
The 
company shall 
remove 
all 
wires, trolleys, 
poles, transmission 
boxes and ojher property and equip­ 
ment which it has maintained in 
any city street and upon city prop­ 
erty above the ground surface with­ 
in three m onths from the date of 
the acceptance of the ordinance. 
The company will be required im ­ 
mediately to remove all tracks and 
such of its ties as the city engineer 
shall require from South Mill street.
